- OTTAWA, Sune 2.—Following is a summary of the fext of the 
Austrian peace terms received here by the Governinent and issued to the 
Canadian press: , 
_ LONDON, June 2.—The conditions of peace of the Allied and asso- 
ciated powers, with the exception of military, reparations, financial and 
boundary clauses, were handed to the Austrian plenipotentiaries at St. 
Germain; today. Those clauses which are not yet ready for presentation 
will be delivered as soon as possible, the Austrians in the meanwhile hav: 
ing opportunity to begin work on the greater part of the treaty in an ef- 
fort to facilitate greater decision. ; 

The Austrian treaty follows exactly the same outline as the German 
and in many places is identical with it except in name. Certain specific 
clauses which applied only to the German are, of course, omitted and 
certain new clauses of particular applicability to Austria are included, es+ 

pecially as regards the new States created out of the former Austro- 
‘Hungarian Empire. 5 

Austria is teft by the treaty-a State of six million people inhabiting 
a territory between filty thousand and sixty thousand square miles. She 
recognizes the complete independence of Hungary, with a population of 
filty million, and two hundred and sixty thousand square miles. Austria 
agrees to accept the League of Nations covenant and Jabor charter and 
to renounce all her extra European rights, to demobilize her whole naval

By ‘shaking an ounce of Rochelle 
salt crystals itis now possible to 
Generato ‘a current of sufficient ve 
locity to carry a‘sound through the 
telephone, according td an antounce 
ment recently madc before the Syra- 
cuse Section of the American Chemi- 
cal Society, hy A, M, Nicholson, of the 
Western Electric Company. / Crystal 
listening may thus ono day be as pop- 
ular as gazing on the mystic sphere 
and the chemical voice will have a 
smile. 

This-lexclopment is due to what is 
defined as piezo electricity. The term 
“p'eza"* is derived from tha Greefs, 
ahd signifies ‘‘pressure."” It, was first 
used by the French scientists J. DP. 
an? P, Cuie, although the general ef- 
fect, wae descried nearly a century azo 
rand the similar pyro-electric current 
was understood in a general way by 
the ancient philosophers. 

Mr, Nicholson, in a recent expcri- 
ment before the New, Yerk  Elec- 
tric Society, was able to supply a 
current of sufficient velocity ‘to cari 
the sound of a phonograph through 
many circuits to 160 telephone re- 
ceivers distributey among the audi- 
ence. He had learned to thug: uti- 
lize the properties of the sale in con- 
nection with his work in the reasearch 
department of the company with 
which be is connected. His experi- 
ments began. shortly after the Unit- 
ed States entered the war, and were 
conducted for the purpose of impror- 
ing the® telephone. Comparativels 
few detaila were given concerning

Tait was a Scotsman, He was 
born in Dumfriesshire in 1888. He 
was the second son of the late James 
B, Tait, of Maxweljton. He attended 
Laurieknowe school and Dumfries 
Academy, successively, Later he 
served for five years in the Imperial 
Yeomanry. Three of Tait’s brothers 
[two seen active service tn this war, 
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two in France and one in Mesopo- 
tamia. After coming to Canada in 
1913, the future V.C. started in at 
his profession of architect, which he 
had learned under his father’s direc- 
tlon, tn Scotland. But the call of 
the wild lured him to the barren 
tracts of the new land, and he joined 
a‘survey party for the Hudson Bay 
railroad. 

On his arrival in’ Winnipeg, Tait 
recelved a commiasion in the 100th 
Regitnent, Winnipeg Grenadiers, and

he won the revolver championship. 
Before he left Canada he did much 
recruiting, speaking at many pubile 
meetings. -His forceful earnestness 
won many recruits to the army. His 
many-sided character included an 
aptitude for such diverse arts as box- 
Ing and poetry and music. He not 
only spoke at recrulting meetings, 
but wrote many articles on the war, 
which were printed In various maga- 
tines. 

After reaching England he was 
transferred to the 78th Battalion, 
and was with that unit during his 
two years and a half of active ser- 
vice. He was wounded four times in 
a year, but was back at it again as 
soon as he could get his discharge 
from hospital. He was in the en- 
gagenients at St. Eloi, Ypres, the 
Somme and Passchenduele. He or- 
ganized and trained uw picked section 
of sharpshooters from hls battalion, 
for sniping, bomb and bayonet work 
and scouting. They were called 
“Tait’s Toughs, ‘and many of the 
daring successes of the famous 76th 
were due to thelr courage and skill.

Back in the front at Passchendaele, 
Lieut. Talt again ¢/ guished him- 
self. It was afte engagement 
that he was reco! ed for a bar 
to his Military C?0ss and pronioted 
to the rank of captain. With his rare 
gift of imagery, Capt. Talt descriped 
the night before Passchendacle 1p 
one of his letters. He tells of the 
men of the Canadian battalion dig- 
ging themselves trenches, in the 
brilllant moonlight. The mien work- 
ed quietly and steadily. Every once 
and again one of them would roll 
over, hit by a ‘German sniper who 
was stationed in a blasted tree. In 
spite of the cold and the other dis- 
comforts of the place, Capt. Tait said 
that “there was no other place In 
God’s fair world’ where -he would 
rather be. The same gift of descrip- 
tion Is shown in an article which he 
wrote after Vimy, and which was! 
published in an English magazine. 

During fast summer, when the 
leaders of our army were making 
their herole and successful efforts to 
bring victory and peace, Capt. Talt 
took part in all of the dig engage- 
ments. On the morning of August 
10, his commanding officer, Lt.-Col. 
Kirkcaldy, gave him’ a company to 
command. His colonel in describing 
the engagement says: “He came 
out of the first day’s engagement un- 
hurt and made a splendid reputa- 
tion for his company. “When he waz 
held up by the ever-troublesome ma- 
chine guns,’ he rallied his men and 
led them forward with consummate 
skill and dash under a hail of bul- 
lets.” Then a concealed machine gun 
continued to harass his company. 
Talt, with rifle and bayonet, rushed 
forward alone and killed the German 
gunner, His company followed and 
captured. 12 machine guns and 20 
prisoners. * 

It was the next day that Tait was 
killed. The conquered territory of 
the day before formed a spur-which 
was very diMicult to defend. The 
Germans counter-attacked and gave 
the 78th a hard time of it, ‘Capt Tait 
led the attack, and was saying to one 
of his gunners, “That's the stuff to 
give ’em, boys,” when a shell fell 
near, and he fell, his spirit freed, 
but not conquered. In recognition of 
his great service and his dauntiess 
courage the British Government con- 
ferred its highest military honor, the 
Victoria Cross, for this deed, but it 
was the young widow, who lives in 
Winnipeg, who received the bronze | 
symbol of her dead husband's valor. |

‘Tshape had ‘left several geps on cach 
side of it. But now across the nar- 
row channel, between the two great 
| walls of cliff, the ico was piled up to 
a height of over a hundred’ feet and 
‘| the whole solid’ mass “was jammed ‘80 
thightly between the two sides, that 
it might have been » wall of masonry. 
We afterwards found that it was ac- 
tually covered with pieces of black 
bagalt it had scored off the face of 
the rock. Our fleet lay quictly in 
the harbor, and the men’ were already 
Jon board ‘several: of the vessels. We 
made all haste to join them and in les 
than twenty minutes we were again 
on board the Anrora. I changed mr 
clothes, and sank into a chair worn 
Jout with excitement and fatigue. Bu! 
that indefatigable man, Captain 
Thorlaxpn, allowed ‘neither. himeelf 
nor his men to rest; and before an 
hour had passed, I was roused by the 
sound of the dynamite blasting away 
the ice. at the entrance to the har- 
bor, 3 

1} It took five hundred “men with axes 
and a thousand pounds of explosive 
to clear away this obstacle to our pro- 
gress; and though the work was car- 
ried on continuously day and night, 
five days elapsed before we were en 
abled to steam through the narrow 
channel and set our faces once more 
towards the north. 

The open waters ley before us as 
far as the eye could see and here and 
there a few masses of ice floated idly 
long like small white islands. Most 
of these pieces were low and flat, and 
had evidently formed a part of the 
Creat Frozen Sea. The wind was fa- 
vorable, ‘having. veered ta the south 
ecet and we weie able to save the coal 
which we had put on board. before, 
our departure. The thermometer was 
at freezing point, and the fresh keen 
air filled our hearts with new life and 
bope. Nature had truly intervened on 
our behalf, ‘and even if we did not 
‘|reach the Pole,-we had every possibil- 
ity of proceeding further north than 
any previous expedition. There were, 
however, many things to consider with 
a grave mind. For we had embarked

On July. 27th we reached the eighty- 
seventh degree of latitude, and still 
open water stretched before ps to the 
horizon. We were the first to pen® 
trate that blank space entitled on the 






further north than any man had 
ever sailed before; or any rate, any 
man who had lived during the period 
of modern Arctic exploration, Many 
had died in the attempt, or after hav- 
ing battled in vain with the ice, had 
been forced to beat a retreat as best 
they could. Here were we, Cordeaux, 
sailing along as- comfortably as any 
man could wish, with plenty of pro- 
_ | vis‘ons, light hearts in our bodies, 
and good stout ships bencath us, It 
‘}seemed almost incredible; and, per- 
haps, if you ever read this narrative 
xf mine, you will refuse.to beliere it. 
We took ‘soundings from day to 
day. At first we could not touch the 
*|botom. Then, just before we passed 
the eigthy-seventh parallel, we found 
four hundred fathoms of water be- 
neath our bulls. But when we reach- 
ed 87 degrees, 15 minutes, we were as- 
tonisked to find the lead struck bot- 
tom at sixty fathoms, and this depth 
decreased every hotir, until] the eignty- 
eighth paraliel we found no more thin 
twenty fathoms. This rapid. shallow- 
ing of the water scemed to indicate 
that we were no longer in the open 
seas We were also visited by several 
flocks “of birds, which wheeled. over 
our heads, and sat on the rigging. 
Most of these were gulls, but three or 
four species were unknown to me and 
I.saw one —a large black sort of part- 
ridge, with a req bill and red legs 
—which was obviously no sea bird at 
all 
The thermometer, too, began to at 
cend as the depth of the water de- 
creased; and on the 28th of Jury *t 
had reached 50 degrees. This was not 
so easily to be accounted for, as the 
|near presence of land would hardly 
cause a rise in the temperature, and 
wo certainly expected to encounter 
morn severe cold as we proceeded fur- 
ther north. ;

ped at Philadelphia. Tho establish- 
ment of his identity, which may b» 
effected through his finger print o> 3 
hat he wore, which was purchased in 
Philadelphia, or a laundry mark ‘K’ 
may lead to real action in New York. 

In ths meantime hundreds of agents 
of one investigating branch or an- 
other are working quietly here. 

A plece of metal in tubular form is 
the latest clue uncovered.’ .The metal 
was taken from a part of the body 
of William Boehner; the night watch. 
man killed by the explosion at ths 
home of Charics C. Nott, Jr. Monday 
night. It isobelieved to be a part of 
the bomb, and officials are. worklug 
over It now to seé whether it will fur- 
nish some information of the make 
of the entire infernal machine.

5 Pink Paper Clue 

The pink paper on which was print- 
ed the declaration of war by the pre 
letariat against the capitalist class 
and signed “anarachist fighters” msv 
furnish a clue, although nothing much 
is hoped for. It is not watermarked 
and of course the anarchists did their 
own printing. (Nothing much. wes 
gained from the paper used in wrap- 
ping of the mail bombs a month ago 
‘and it aparently offered more becaus. 
of Its precullar texture and the fact 
that the adresse were typeritten. 

Detective-Sergeant Bullingame az- 
Tived today from Washington to ald 
the New York searchers. New York 
detectives have been sent to other 
cities. Two went to Washington, two 
to Paterson and two to Philadelphia.

It 
belongtil, sh Kir Thule de Brig told us 
to the Governor ot Mayor of the town 
who in the stormy times which ap- 
peared to generally prevail in Sancta 
Maria, was glad to be near the shelter 
of the castle walls. A few thynderings 
“t the heavy gate gained as admission 
The occupants had watched the cast 
gate go flying and had learned their 
lesson. A hundred hands dragged the 
guns inside the couryard, and with 
plofiye” apologies to the owner ard 
his household we set to work to adapt 
the place to our own requirements. 

The nomerous narrow windows were 
sufficient loop-holes\for at least two 
hundred -rifles, ahd it dig not~take 
long. to knock ont fonr port-holes for 
the pans on the ground floor, We 
constructed them sv as to command 
the caste and the square for the other 
three sides of the house faced narrow 
strects where artillery would have been 
useless. The house itslf was built in 
the form of a square around a court. 
yard and had no entrance except that 
which faced the castle. We could not 
have found qa better place for eur pur- 
pese. It looked as though with suffi- 
cient provisions and ammunition we 
could hold our own against twenty 
times our namber, 

While half of our men were engaged 
in fortifying this place the remainder 
went ont on a foraging expedition, 
and completely cleared fonr or ‘five 
hundred of the neighborim: houses of 
their stores of provisions, This "n- 
pleasant work was carried out firmly 
but decently by the men, Receipts 
were given for everything taken, and 
though tho inhabitants understood 
not a word of what was written on 
the pieses of paper I think they re- 
cognirdd that some payment would be 
made, 

In less than two hours the placo was 
shoroughly fortified and we had suf- 
ficient food apart from what would 
be brought us from the forts to iast 
for a fortnight. An hour afterwards 
we heard the tramp of feet, and: the 
heavy roll of wheels and then a buryt 
of cheers outside tho gates, We open 
od them and our comrades streamed 
in, hauling in the guns and Maxins 
and dragging great waggons after 
them laden with food. When the gat-, 
es were shut, the new-comers mount. 
ed guard and we turned in for a few 
hours rest: It was now after 
clock and there was a faint greyness 
in the sky, but the thought of tey- 
bieak kept none of us from sleep, and 
it was after noon-day when wo aw; 

It was a day of rest for us; Uur 
loaded guns wero trained on the gate 
way, but nothing moved nor stirred 
withi- the castle and tho fluttering 
manner of Count Guy of Marmorel wes 
the only sign of life upon the towsrs. 
We took the opportunity to bury our 
dead. Two hundred yards behind our 
house, ang towering above the other 
Gaellngs like some huge mountain of 

stone, rose the spires and towers of 
the yreat cathedral and monastery of 
Sancta Maria, for the Catholic relt- 
gion «f this country, and among all 
tho turbulence and tumult of this un- 
happy land men still found timo to 
pray. By the permission of the Fath- 
er Abbot, Bishop of this place, we 
laid our fallen comrades ‘to rest under 
the shelter of this citadel of God and 
fired three volleys over their graves. 
The Rishop himself conducted the sery 
ich having ascertained that our ich. 
gion was a branch of tho true faith; 
and the singers’ of his choir chanted 
strange but solemn melodies #& the 
bodies were lowered into the ground, 
We mot no interruption from the 
»astle and were half ashamed that *¢ 
had come to the burying ground two 
hundred in number and armed to the 
teeth, and that lurking round the 
corner of the graveyard was the gr'm 
mezzie of a Maxim, It was a sad and 
impressive scene, and as I “watched 
St LP vendered how many of us would 
Ieavo our hones in this remote land.

Those agile onportunists, Messrs. Lucas and 
Ferguson, then as now in the Cabinet,. assured the electors 
that a victory for Mr. Norris would bea signa’ to the Gov- 
ernment that it had gone too far in abolishing the bar. 
Temperance Liberals were disappointed because this chal- 
lenge was not taken up by a Liberal candidate. Probably 
the majority of them agreed with the view expressed by 
The Globe at the time: .
